1976 Dino De Laurentiis film, is once again a 
gorilla. He is trapped in a laboratory where scien- 
tists are studying Pat Kramer, Together, they 
escape, the ape carrying Pat on his shoulder. 

Though B^er claims that he has yet to make 
his “definitive” gorilla costume, this one is 
magnificent. 

In addition to Baker, Lily Tomlin also “co- 
stars” in the film. She plays some of the 
characters which she made famous in her stage 
and TV appearances. 

Though much more footage of Tomlin’s other 
personmities was filmed than actually appears in 
the finished film, they show up for scenes like Pat 
Kramer’s funeral, which is held when her family 
thinks that she has been killed in the garbage 
disposal. (What other conclusion is there when all 
the maid can find is Pat's tiny shoe, which they 
bury in the backyard?) She had no way of know- 
ing that Pat had crawled out, of course. 

"1 love lucy meets star wars" 

THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING WOMAN 
has had a long, long history reaching the screen. 

Originally, it was to be remade by Director 
John Landis (SCHLOCK, ANIMAL HOUSE). 


Universal put the project on hold, however, 
when Tomlin s previous movie failed at the box 
office (MOMENT BY MOMENT), and the 
budget on THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING 
WOMAN looked like it was going to be in the 
range of $20,000,000! 

The production team and the studio executives 
took a long, hard look at the script, and over a 
period of months cut out many of the scenes 
which would be too expensive to shoot. 

John Landis, in the meantime, moved on to 
another film-THE BLUES BROTHERS. 

His vision of THE INCREDIBLE SHRINK- 
ING WOMAN, which he’d described as “I Love 
Lucy Meets Star Wars” changed somewhat. 
Although the film still would have that chummy, 
family feel of Lucy it was no longer an epic in the 
sense of a STAR WARS. 

Yet, the film ended up costing 
$13,000,000"which is not chicken feed! 

A great deal of this money was still eaten up by 
the special effects; building the oversized chairs 
and props to make Lily look tiny; creating the 
split screens and settingup the complicated front 
screen projection system; processing all of the opti- 
cal effects which shp Lily mto real settings. 
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Bet YOU would shrink from being stuck with some of 
this serum! 


The Shrinking Girl's Mother & the Growling Gorilla. 


The new director was Joel Schumacher, who 
worked wonders with the film, Tomlin told us. He 
took a very implausible subject and made it real 
and believable. Tomlin is especially proud of the 
fact that at no time do the special effects over- 
whelm the characters. They are there to support 
the story. 

small body~big headaches 

One of the problems in playing such a fanciful 
character is that there are no models to base it on. 

If an actor is to portray an historical figure, 
there are bio^aphies. 

Even fictional characters have real-life 
counterparts. 

To our knowledge, though, no one has ever 
shrunk. 

Scientists tell us that we grow each night. 
When we lie down in our beds, our back bones 
relax because they've been relieved of our body 
weight. We stay stretched a little until we stand 
up again. 

But shrink? 

Tomlin says that she prepared for the part by 
thinking of it as dying. This frame of reference is 
most obvious in tKe early part of the film, when 
Pat Kramer refuses to believe that this strange 
thing is happening to her. 

Then, once she’s accepted it, Pat changes-and 
so did Tomlin’s point of view. She played Pat as a 
normal person.. .someone who just happens to be 
very, very short. 

And getting shorter. 

But she says at one point in the movie, “My 
ideas are just as big as they were before.” 

Still, playing to ml of the special effects was a 
problem, the actress confides. She had to pretend 
to see things which would not be added until mon- 
ths later. Things such as- 

The eyes of '“giants" looking down at her! 

Baker’s gorilla! 

Settings into which she was to be inserted. 

Episodes of TV series can be shot in a matter of 
days. 

A TV movie is wrapped in under two weeks. 

Most feature films are before the cameras for 
only two or three months. 

To film THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING 
WOMAN took over nine months-and that 
doesn’t take into account the scoring, editing, 
and other post-production work! But the results 
are well-worth it! 

the mind of mr. malheson 

Richard Matheson has had strange luck with 
film adaptations of his novels. Seldom has one of 
them been filmed as it was written! 

THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING MAN pro- 
bably comes closest to being a faithful translation of 
his book to the screen.Though THE INCREDIBLE 
SHRINKING WOMAN is a fine movie, it strays 
from his theme and story. 

Matheson’s novel 1 AM LEGEND had the

same problem. Both movie versions (THE LAST 
MAN ON EARTH and THE OMEGA MAN) 
took great liberties with the story, not always to 
the betterment of the movie. 

THE LEGEND OF HELL HOUSE was 
faithful to the novel (Matheson wrote the 
screenplay), but he was undone by the fact that it 
was not a great film. The recent Universal film 
SOMEWHERE IN TIME was also a fine adapta- 
tion of Matheson’s novel BID TIME RETURN, 
because Matheson did the screenplay: but it was, 
for all its beauty, barely successful at the box of- 
fice. 

In fact, Matheson’s best screen work has been 
those projects which he wrote for the movies bas- 
ed on the works of others: his screenplay for THE 
NIGHT STALKER helped to make that one of 
the finest vampire films ever made. His scripts 
for THE TWILIGHT ZONE are also classics, as 
is his screenplay for Roger Gorman’s first Poe 
film THE FALL OF THE HOUSE OF USHER. 

Perhaps, a quarter-century from now, someone 
will give THE SHRINKING MAN another 
chance! 

By then, who knows? We may actually be able 
to shrink people. Or perhaps we will all have 
shrunk from tne same thing which affected Pat 
Kramer in the movie.

IN THE GRIP OF THE FIEND 

Longfellow’s unwitting assistant. Dennis F^e. is 
played by George "Bloody Hunks" Stover, pioneer 
fan of FM, last seen in DESPERATE LIVING. 

Newcomers to the screen include Richard Nelson 
& Elaine White, who played LongfeUow’s “normar' 
next door neighbors. It is Nelson who slowly 
unravels the horrid mystery behind his bizarre 
neighbor Longfellow, revealing him to be the fiend 
that he is.

Other performers who fall afoul of the Fiend in- 
clude Delbert Winans, Tom Griffith & Greg Dohler, 
13-year-old son of the director. "Young Greg sup- 
plies some surprises during the film’s hair-raising 
climax," says proud Dad. 

FIENDISH FX 

FIEND includes some spectacular special effects 
created by David W. Renwick. The homicidal spirit 
that bursts into a coffin, causing its inert occupant 
to walk the earth once more, is in reality a carefully- 
constructed stop-motion model. The animated crea- 
tion is employed during the film's opening scene and 
during the action-packed, white-knuckle conclusion. 

ROTO ’N ROTTEN 

Whenever the fiend incarnate Ijongfellow claims a 
life, rotoscoping is used. This is the method which re- 
quires special effects wizard Renwick to copy live- 
action footage and paint it onto animation cels. As 
the Fiend chokes the life from his victims, an eerie 
red glow passes from the person's dying body to 
Longfellow, thus imbuing him with more of the 


human life-force necessary to sustain his rotting 
limbs a few more precious days in the land of the liv- 
ing. 

HISS & MAKE UP 

When you hiss the foul fiend, you are paying 
tribute to the makeup artistry of Mark Suspensky 
at some times.and at others Don Leifert mmself, 
following in the footsteps of Lon Chaney Sr, master 
of his own makeup. 

GRAVE PROBLEM 

Actual graveyard locations for FIEND were 
chosen but, the chief cameraman tells FM, "there 
was a lot of, you should excuse the expression, red 
tape to cut thni. The moment the owners realked we 
were making a horror movie in their cemetery, they 
said, ‘No way! Go away!' Fortunately we were able 
to locate an owner with an open grave-er, mind. We 
wanted to use an actual location to create an at- 
mosphere of death & decay right in the beginning of 
the film." 

HORROR RIGHT HERE IN EVERYTOWN 

Dohler used his own Maryland neighborhood as 
his chief location because "1 wanted to bring the ter- 
ror right into the backyards of America, not have it 
happen in some remote town as usually takes place 
in horror & sci-fi films. Middle-class suburbia can 
relate to our setting: it makes the audience feel 
susceptible-like, who do you suppose is living (?) 
next door!" 

MUSIC MACABRE 

The crowning touch to FIEND is its haunting, 
eerie music score. Using a complex of custom-buUt 
synthesizers & keyboard equipment, Paul Woznicki 
has composed & performed a unique blend of elec- 
tronic tonalities (hi. Louis & Bebe Barron, pioneers 
of FORBIDDEN PL ANET!} aimed at shocking the 
nervous system. 

THE DIRECTOR SPEAKS 

FM: "What was your motivation in making tliis 
film?" 

Dohler; ' ‘ 1 had this aching urge to try my hand at 
horror-horror like they used to do in the 30s & 40s. 
with a real horror-type creature (a la something 
Chaney, Karloff or Lugosi would do) in an updated 
story & setting. I created an entire ‘le^nd^ about 
fiends for the fflm and so far friends who ve preview- 
ed the film thought we actually found info on Fiends 
in a book and translated it to tne screen! 

“In our test screenings to date we’ve got raves. 
FIEND does not have blood & guts gore but instead 
relies on the classic horror elements: letting the au- 
dience know exactly who the creature is in the very 
beginning and then following his path of terror thru 
the film (with a good ^y trying to figure out the ter- 
rible secret bel^d the Fiend). The ending is ttuly 
frightening & unnerving but satisfies the viewer.’ 

FIEND is in color and runs 93 minutes. One 
preview report read: 

The fined 15 minutes of your film were so shocking 
that I, a tried-&-true horror fan, wanted to run from 
the projection room. If only that corpse hadn't been 
blocking the door...

Vincent, the kindly farmer, finds the girl and 
brings her to the Motel Hello. There, he and Ida 
tend to the cuts and bruises she received in the ac- 
cident.

Vincent tell her tfiat the young man was killed 
in the accident. Terry is upset, too grief-stricken 
to travel-and, kind soul that he is, Vincent in- 
vites her to stay for a few days at the hotel, until 
she is well enough to leave.

Directing MOTEL HELL is a man who is far 
from a newcomer to the fantastic film scene, 
England’s Kevin Connor.

However, one of the most startling contribu- 
tions to MOTEL HELL is made by Marie Carter, 
who created the makeup seen in the film. 

The shock-stricken faces of prisoners! 

The bloody limbs of victims! 

The grimfy sardonic pig-masks worn by the 
people-farmers ! 

Other notable contributions were made by 
special effects creator Adams R. Calvert and 
costumers Bernard A. Pollack and Karen Hud- 
son. 

MOTEL HELL was filmed mostly on location 
at a large, sprawling ranch house which was 
transformed, for the film, into the Motel Hello. 
This delightful little place is situated in the nor- 
thern Los Angeles County area known as Canyon 
Country. Suburban Moorpark, California, was 
also the site of one day’s filming. 

All of the interiors were shot at the Laird Inter- 
national Studios, which are better known by their 
former name, the Culver City Studios. 

meet the meat packers 

Star Rory Calhoun has appeared in over 70 mo- 
tion pictures-though his performance as violent 
Vincent Smith has got to be the most bizarre part 
of his career. The actor made his first movie in 
1944 (SOMETHING FOR THE BOYS), though 
this is his first shocker. 

Nancy Parsons as Ida Smith has starred most- 
ly on the stage and on such TV shows as BARET- 
TA and LOU GRANT. 

Paul Linke, who plays the deputy sheriff, is 
best known for another of his lawman roles, that 
of Officer Grossman on the CHIPS TV series. 

Famous disk jockey Wolfman Jack is also 
onhand as a fiery religious fanatic. 

Though MOTEL HELL has been released well 
into the current cycle of horror films, it is most 
unique in one respect. Unlike such chilling, blood- 
curdling recent releases as: 

HALLOWEEN 
TERROR TRAIN 
FRIDAY THE 13th 

it is the first of the so-called “demented maniac" 
pictures to be financed by a major studio, in this 
case United Artists. 

All of the previous films were independently 
produced, and then brought to the name-studios 
for distribution to your local theatre. 

The budget for MOTEL HELL was 
$3,000,000. And while this is high when com- 
pared to the other films of this type, it is surpris-

ingly low for a studio made film, whose average 
budget today is over $8,000,000. 

slice and slice again 

Though the people being minced and served up 
as Farmer Vincent's Smoked Meats make for 
pretty grisly goings-on. MOTEL HELl, is not 
the first film to feature people being pursued like 
animals. 

One of the first and most famous is the 1932 
production of THE MOST DANGEROUS 
GAME. Though later remade as GAME OF 
DEATH and RUN FOR THE SUN, the first ver- 
sion is still the best-and one of the best films of 
this type! 

Based on the Richard Connell story, THE 
MOST DANGEROUS GAME pits castaways 
Fay Wray, Robert Armstrong (both of KING 
KONG fame) and Joel McCrea against the evil 
Count Zaroff (Leslie Banks), who uses his island 
domain as a hunting preserve-where people are 
the animals and he the hunter. 

Look where heads as trophies has brought usi 
To MOTEL HELL, where people are food! 
Though, unlike the people of SOYLENT 


GREEN, we’re not processed into square, green 
crackers" 

We’re dished up as naked meats! 

What next? 

Animals running zoos for people? It was 
already done in PLANET OF THE APES! 

Beasts trying to take over the world from 
humankind? That was done too, in such films as 
DAY OF THE ANIMALS and THE 
llKl.LSTItOM CHRONICLE, in which insects 
are shown to inherit the earth. 

The box office returns on MOTEL HELL look 
very good...

MANIAC was filmed in New York City during 
the closing months of 1979. Shot in 16mm and 
blown up to 35mm (surprisingly, with little loss of 
picture clarity), it is a dark, grisly film which follows 
murderer Frank Zito (Joe Spinell) through his 
I. Directed by twenty- 


gruesome bloodletting spree. ] 
four’ 


four year old William Lustig, it is going to be one of 
the most controversial fUms of the year. 

There have been pictures showing explicit 
violence and gore, but MANIAC pushes this 
vividness farther than any previous film. In fact, in 
press releases, its producers have referred to it as 
providing, “the ultimate satisfaction to even the 
most hai'dened fans of horrific gore.” 

That’s not difficult to believe-no idle boast! 

After being ritually murdered and graphically 
scalped, each of the killer’s random victims becomes 
part of his grisly collection. 

A collection which out-shocks the corpses 
gathered by the human-hunter in THE MOST 
DANGEROUS GAME. 

A collection of scalps, each victim's hair and 
clothes, which are carried by the maniac to his lair, 
and placed on mannequins which display these 
mementoes. 

Director Lustig adds-though it should be obvious 
by now-'This is the ultimate popcorn and drive-in 
movie. It’s a bloodbath and should be taken as 



nothing else." However, Lustig makes a point of 
stating that MANIAC goes so far beyond anything 
ever before seen on the screen that it must almost be 
taken as tongue-in-cheek. 

Or scalpel-m-scalp, as the case may be! 

Executive producer Judd Hamilton (the husband 
of co-star Caroline Munro) adds, “No one approves 
of these things in real-life, and I don’t believe that 
our picture encourages such activity. To the con- 
trary, people will see this fibn and recognize just 
how sick people like the killer really are.” 

Robert Kaplan, who runs the company which is 
distributing MANIAC, has yet another point of 
view. He sees this pictiore as a breakthrough motion 
picture, bringing to cinemas the kind of movie mak- 
ing which nas hitherto been restricted to 
underground and art theatres. 

“The film is very avant-garde in its violent im- 
plications,” Kaplan's partner Paul Cohen 
elaborates. “And because of this, we plan to pro- 
mote the film as the artistic event that it is."

Possibly the best-known personality involved 
with MANIAC is actress Caroline Munro. 

Dubbed the Queen of Science Fiction, Fantasy, 
and Horror, she has a striking list of credentials, 
gathered in the remarkable span of just a few 
years. 

Queen Caroline has appeared in such suc- 
cessful films as- 

THE GOLDEN VOYAGE OF SINEAD, as 
the enchanted and enchanting servant girl 
Margiana! 

ATTHE EARTH’S CORE! 

CAPTAIN KRONOS! 

THE ABOMINABLE DR. PHIBES! 

THE SPY WHO LOVED ME, as the nefarious 
female foe of James Bond! 

And of course the enormously successful 
STARCRASH, as the now-legendary space 
heroine Stella Star. 

(Flash! Ms. Munro is about to appear in the 
STARCRASH sequel STAR PATROL, continu- 
ing the adventures of stunning Stella!) 

In an interview with FM in London, the 
beautiful actress told us that MANIAC is a 
special, important film for her. 

“Not only did Judd co-produce it-your readers 
will remember him as my robot sidekick in 
STARCRASH -but it’s a modern-day part. I’ve 
appeared in many, many pictures set in exotic or 
past settings, so this was a welcome change for 
me. 

“I enjoyed playing a photographer in the film, 
and I was able to approach the role as I approach 
life. In a very human, and very practical way. I’m 
a very emotional person, and I h^e I conveyed 
some of that in the part of Anna D’Antoni.’’ 

Is it difficult acting in a film, no matter what 
the period, in which so much of its impact relies 
on special effects and makeup? 

“Well,” the actress confides, "I think it’s an 
art, it’s something you learn. A different kind of 
acting. Fortunately, I had one of the best 
teachers anyone can have, learning to act in fan- 
tasy films with fantastic settings. On GOLDEN 
VOYAGE OF SINBAD, Ray Harryhausen ex- 

f lained to me the subtleties of this kind of acting. 

found out later, that my having worked with 
Ray, and learned from him how to react to special 
effects which wouldn’t be added until months 
later, was one of the reasons I was offered the 
part of Stella Star,” 

maniac's makers 

Co-Starring with Caroline Munro is an up-and- 
coming actor, producer, writer by the name of Joe 
Spinell. 

Spinell plays the maniac-but he also serves as 
co-writer and as co-producer on the film. 

As an actor, Spinell has appeared in no 
previous horror films, though his credits are im- 
pressive: they include ROCKY and ROCKY II, 
the GODFATHER films. TAXI DRIVER, 
BRUBAKER, and most recently THE FIRST 


Popeye the Slayer Man (Joe Spinell, last seen as the 
would-be ruler of the universe in STARCRASH)wakeB 
up with a start-only to find it's his finishl 



DEADLY SIN. Hard on the heels of MANIAC. 
Spinel) will be seen in HAWKS, starring his long- 
time friend Sylvester Stallone, and co-starring 
SF luminaries Lindsay Wagner (THE BIONIC 
WOMAN} and Persis Khanibata (STAR TREK; 
THE MOTION PICTURE). 

Behind-the-cameras. perhaps the most impor- 
tant contribution to the ninety-one minute film 
was made by Tom Savini. 

Though Savini appears in the film as a dancer 
at a disco, his primary function was as director of 
special effects makeup. 

Savini, like Caroline Munro, is no stranger to 
FM’s readers. 

Among the artist's many great films- 

DAWN OF THE DEAD! 

FRIDAY THE 13th! 

And now, the most complex film of his career! 

Unlike his previous works, which were more 
fantasy-oriented films, MANIAC offered the 
challenge of creating realistic bloodletting, on 
which the camera would linger long and closeup! 

The two most vivid scenes in MANIAC are the 
scalping of one of of the killer’s victims, and the 
horrifying demise of the murderer. 

The scmping was the simpler of the two, Savini 
maintains. A tube of blood was glued to the 
backside of the scalpel. As it cut along the ac- 
tresses forehead, she appeared to bleed. 

Of course, it wasn't actually the woman's head 
he was cutting, it was mortician’s wax which 
Savini had used to create a false forehead. 


As for the death of the maniac, actor Spinell 
had to be be-headed by his victims. 

The living dead attack their killer and literally 
rip off his head! 

To accomplish this bit of camera magic, Savini 
made a duplicate of Spinell's head out of a stiff 
rubber material, dressed with glass eyes and 
makeup. 

Inside, Savini put meat and fake blood. 

The frightfully realistic head was then attach- 
ed to a dummy. The revived mannequins sur- 
round their killer and tear off his head. 

Blood spirts everywhere! 

A fitting end for a mortal monster! 

savini slays seii! 

Possibly the most interesting death in 
MANIAC is when makeup artist Savini had to 
rig the death of actor Savini. 

As the disco-goer, Savini picks up a girl and 
they drive off. 

The maniac stalks them. Finds them. Aims a 
shotgun point-blank at the window. 

He blows Savini's head to smithereens! 

For this sequence, Savini made another model 
head, which he destroyed himself with the 
shotgun blast. 

Savini boasts that these are the most realistic 
makeup effects he’s ever done, unlike anything 
the screen has ever before seen. 

Who would disagree with a man who can tear 
heads from bodies? 
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Alter killing over and over { 
meets his riohly deserved fat 


er.. .scalping and dismembering his innocent young victims, the maniac 
head is torn from his body, it’s safe to say his days are numbered... unless 
the film's a hit and there's a sequel! 



The tables have turned (along with the audience's sto- 
mach), and one of the victims of the maniac stands 
back to view her headwrenchlng handiwork. Justice is 
served, the dead can rest in peace. 
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2 ? 

MANIAC was filmed on a low. low budget, 
though its makers are quick to point out that this 
did not impair their creativity on film. 

“In fact,” Judd Hamilton points out, “I think 
the lack of gloss gives us a gritty, shadowy, 
realistic look." 

Director Lustig agrees', saying that realism 
was his goal in making the movie. 

One oi the four songs sung in the film is called 
‘'Coin' To A Showdown." It's a perfect theme for 
MANIAC, as it heads for theatres along with the 
big-budget studio films slated for release at the 
same time. 

Regardless, MANIAC is sure to make a bundle 
of money when it opens in theatres across the 
country, playing the larger cities this month and 
hitting tne local theatres throughout the re- 
mainder of the spring. 

Will there be a sequel? 

“I think we've said a great deal about our 
characters and what motivates them in this 
film,” Hamilton told us. "But everything 
depends on the audience. If they like MANIAC, 
we may look into new facets of this type of 
character."

anolher baker 

The SF and horror genre seems full of Bakers! 
There's Tom Baker, who stars as TV’s Dr. Who; 
then there’s Rick Baker, one of the world's great 
makeup artists, and the man who played Dino de 
Laurentiis’ KING KONG. 

To this illustrious roster comes Graham Baker, 
the director of THE FINAL CONFLICT. 

Like Ridley (ALIEN) Scott, Baker got his ex- 
perience directing commercials for English 
television. This is his first feature film. 

Andrew Birkin, who wrote THE FINAL CON- 
FLICT, had the good fortune to work on perhaps 
the greatest science fiction film of all-time: 2001: 
A SPACE ODYSSEY', as assistant director. 

Like Director Baker, the star of THE FINAL 
CONFLICT is a relative newcomer to feature 
films. Says Harvey Bernhard, “I must have seen 
just about every young actor there is.” For six 
months, he interviewed actors, watched film 
clips, did everything he could to find his Damien. 
Finally, he invited Australian Sam Neill to Lon- 
don for a screen test. “As soon as I saw him on 
film,” Bernhard declares, 'T knew I had found 
the star I was looking for.” 

Before THE FINALCONFLICT.Neill’scareer 
had been’confined to Australia-with the excep- 
tion of MY BRILLIANT CAREER, a highly 
praised film which introduced him to an interna- 
tional audience. Concludes Bernhard: "THE 
FINAL CONFLICT will keep him on top. He's a 
fine, fine actor.” 

Neill’s co-star, Lisa Harrow, had done mostly 
stage and television work prior to THE FINAL 
CONFLICT. She got the part when she screen- 
tested with Sam Neill and, according to Ber- 
nhard, "the combination was magic.” 

shooting the devil 

Though the interior sets for the film were 
located at EMI’s Elstree Studios outside of Lon- 
don, everything else was filmed on location. 

Prominent among these locations was the 
magnificent Prideaux House, a Georgian man- 
sion built in the 1700’s.It stands amidst 170 acres 
of some of England’s loveliest countryside. 

Shooting at Prideaux lasted for one week, two 
days of which were devoted to courtyard scenes 
used in the fox hunt sequence. 

Visiting the location from Los Angeles, one- 
time Queen of the Horror Films Hazel Court was 
even persuaded by Bernhard to make a gbest ap- 
pearance in the film as the owner of Prideaux 
House. 

The extensive ruins of the 12th century 
monastery Fountains Abbey near North

Yorkshire served as the location for the 
showdown between Father de Carlo and Damien, 
while Kate Reynolds and her son Peter (Barnaby 
Holm) stood anxiously on the sidelines. Rather 
than shoot “day-for-night” using filters (which 
are never quite convincing), the producers shot 
all of the scenes here in the frigid dead of night. 
The atmosphere created by the actual darkness 
adds enormously to the evil tension of the se- 
quence. 

It is unsettling to note that while filming this 
scene, one of the cameras broke down, and an 
overheated generator caught fire. 

Coincidence? Or the work of Damien?! 

Perhaps the most spectacular scene in the film 
is one in which Damien arrives by helicopter to 
address a vast crowd of his disciples. Over one 
thousand local extras were employed in this seg- 
ment, shot beneath the towering walls of a huge 
limestone quarry. 

The sequence of the discovery of the Seven 
Deadly Daggers of Meggido was shot at the Na- 
tional CoalBoard’s experimental center, which 
doubled for the foundations of the Thorn 
Museum-located, in fact, some five thousand 


miles from where it was supposedly set, in 
Chicago.

“The Beast shall reign one hundred score and 
thirty days and nights.. .out of the angel isle he 
shall bring forth a deliverer who shall battle with 
the Beast.”

Gray portrayed a wealthy German armaments 
manufacturer who literally went up in smoke in the 
Universal horror thriller THE LEGACY. 

Born in Bournemouth, on the South Coast of 
England, in 1928 into a non-theatrical family, like 
Boris Karloff he became the black sheep. 
Discovered as an amateur actor, he was invited to 
take up acting professionally and made his debut in 
the Regents Park Open Air Theatre in London. He 
was subsequently a member of the Royal 
Shakespeare Co. at Stratford-on-Avon. He later 
played Broadway and among his legitimate theatre 
credits are “'The Right Honourable Gentleman” & 
“The Alchemist”. 

His television performances have been numerous, 
including “Anastasia”, “The Moon & Sixpence”, 


“The Egg on the Face of the Tiger”&“The Rivals of 
Sherlock Holmes". 

Finally-'One fabulous credit. Charles Gray is 
regularly revived every Friday midnight thruout 
the nation as he goes thru the Time Warp 
again...and again. For in that phenomenal cult film, 
the fantastic ROCKY HORROR SHOW, he is the 
nerveless narrator.

None other than Patrick McGoohan. The actor 
appears as the bearded, bespectacled Dr, Ruth, the 
supervisor of the scanner program. 

McGoohan's co-stars are Jennifer O’NeiU, who 
plays Kim, previously appeared in the occult film 
THE REINCARNATION OF PETER PROUD. 

Other actors in the film are relative newcomers to 
the fantasy scene, and include Stephen Lack as 
Vale, Lawrence Dane as Keller, Mike Ironside as 
Revok and Charles Shamata as Gaudi. Of the sup- 
porting stars, otJy Dane has had any real exposure 
to science fiction, having co-starred in shows like 
THE INVADERS and MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE, 
among others. 

Though SCANNERS was produced on a relative- 
ly low-budget by current science fiction standards, 
there are many impressive scenes in the film. Most 
of the impact of these sequences are due to the 
dedication of the off-camera personnel, people such

as Alex Stevens. 

Stevens is the veteran stunt man who created 
most of the extraordinary action and stunt scenes 
featured in SCANNERS. He has worked on over 
one hundred theatrical films, and as many television 
proCTams. 

“In this film,” he said, “I did some incredible car 
crashes and falls, and I was sent flying through the 
air thanks to some very sophisticated explosive 
techniques.” He gives high marks to director David 
Cronenoerg, noting, “He didn’t sacrifice safety for 
speed.” In other words, Stevens had the time he 
needed to rig not only impressive stunts, but stunts 
that were safe. “I won’t do a stunt unless I know I 
can get up and do it a second time,” he states. TTie 
president of the East Coast Stuntman’s Associa- 
tion, Stevens adds, “The only time I broke anything 
was walking to the set once, when I broke a leg. ’ ' As 
for the only assignment he ever turned down,it was 
jumping off the Golden Gate Bridge for a film. The 
man who eventually accepted the task was killed 
while executing it. 

And what ^out David Cronenberg, to whom 
Stevens and the actors all give lavish praise? He is a 
thirty-six year old veteran of not only horror films, 
but of writing as well. He has written numerous SF 
and horror stories. 

“I came to the genre with a natural passion,” he 
s^s of the horror and SF films he made before 
SCANNERS. “In childhood I loved horror comics 
and movies.” Why is the genre always popular, 
rather than coming in cycles like war movies emd 
westerns? “I think filmmakers are attracted to fan- 
tasy films just because of the creativity involved, 
the inventiveness. You have the freedom to really let 
your imagination fly.” 

Cronenberg's first film was made in 1971, financ- 
ed by a government grant. It was a fright film, 
naturally, called SHIVERS. In all of his work, 
however, he has one rule by which he always abides: 
he says that audiences do not come to see his pic- 
tures in search of a message. They come seeking 
thrills and chills, and he always tries to oblige. His 
guidelines are to make pictures that are physically 
terrifying and mentally unsettling. 

In SCANNERS, he has succeeded! 

Says star McGoohan of his young director: “He 
has a special style that appeal to me. It’s been a 
long time since I’ve enjoyw an acting experience so 
fully. Our minds seem to mesh. We both like the 
unusual, the slightly mystical and mysterious. 

a legend on the set 

Of all the behind-the-scenes people who worked on 
SCANNERS, perhaps the best-known is makeup 
artist Dick Smith. A veteran of such films as THE 
EXORCIST {and a monster makeup guide, publish- 
ed by FAMOUS MONSTERS), Smith worked on 
several of the eerie visions seen in SCANNERS. 

The fires and explosions seen in the movie were 
the work of Gary Zeller, who has created mind- 
blowing scenes of destruction in other fantasy 
films such as ALTERED STATES and DAWN OF 
THE DEAD. 



“Face It. fellah, you'll never get a head in the world of art.” Working on a face that only Noeferatu could love 
(assuming that vampires give two bites about modern art), the surreal sculptor works in his studio while the 
scanners work over real heads elsewhere. 


De^ite the budgetary limitations of SCAN- 
NERS, Zeller feels that the work of everyone in- 
volved. his own contributions included, are as 
good as anything seen in STAR WARS. 

But that’s not a boast, one realizes. It’s the 
statement of a man who's proud of his work. And 
careful! 

“For this kind of work, I work alone and am in 
complete control, even over the director. Because 
no matter how well-prepared you are, a fluke acci- 
dent can happen, because of weather or human er- 
ror. I don't even allow a walkie-talkie around in 
case it might emit a signal. I don’t want the crew 
to be injured, and I want to walk away myself in 
one piece.’’ 

Just how good Zeller is can be determined by 
the fact that there was only one “take" allowed 
for each of his scenes. There was not enough time 
or money to do any testing; he had only one car, 
phone booth, gas station, etc. to blow up. And he 
did it beautifully!
